The new mntter as 
provided for the amendment to the 
section reads, "except when another 
lenalty is provided by law the fine 
shall not be less than $5 and more 
han $500," while further along !t 
says, "when an 'executive' penalty 
s provided by law for an act hereby 
prohibited the permitting of the use 
of the premises for the doing of 
an act in such case shall not be deem- 
ed a violation hereof." 
This bill 


could not be picked out in a century 
scarcely as relating whatever to the 
first bill had not they been presented 
at the same time. Mr. Detrick, in 
esplaning the measure, was

tracks, but that is regulated the 
same as the New York law, of which 
the bills are practical copies, as many 
of the points are used.

On 
January 1 of each year a report is to 
be made, and 1 per cent of the prize 
money, whether It be on stock or pro- 
ducts, is to be turned into the State 
Agricultural Department and divided' 
among the authorized societies of the 
state.
